kept the streets down. Tuesday af- 
ternoon the street bulged a foot high 
near First and Perkins and also sev- 
eral inches at Main and Second- 
Several years ago at noon, the street 
exploded at First and Main streets, 
and threw the bricks high into the 
air. and would no doubt have killed 
someone if tliey had been passing.

of masculine and feminine personal- 
ities ever brought before

"Mrs. 
Thompson" was 
arrested 


yesterday-"ant! identified 
by Mrs. 


Richard' Tesmer as "the "girl" who 
killed the hitter's husband daring a 
robbery in the rear of the Tesmer 
"gold coast" home. She was dress- 
ed in fcm'inins attire 'and claimed to 
police to be sexually abnormal. 


The prisoner, now on police re- 


cords as Fred G. Thompson, has 
been 
the legal 
"wife" of Frank 


Thompson, also 
known as Frank 


Carrick, for 13 years, 
she 
and 


Thompson, also held, told police. 


Four hours after the arrest and 


identification "Mrs. Thompson" con- 
vinced' police, physicfans and news- 
papermen that lie was a woman with 
an abnormal feminine and masculine 
nature. 
Prcpartions were made to 


take ''.'her" to the women's deten- 
tion home when Doctors Jones and 
Siepcl made the discovery of sex 
and police pla-csd the prisoner in 
the men's ward atlho Hyde Park 
station.

Thompson, when arrested admit- 


ted shaving' twice a day but claimed 
this was because of his "dual fem- 
inine and 'masculine nature," police 
said. 


Denying the murder, Thompson 


protested in 51 feminine voice. 


"I aint never killed nobody. I 


aint never shot a gun. 
My heart 


;oes out to llrs. Tesmer. 
She has 


lost her husband. But I'll light the 
charges because I ain't guilty. The 
identification? 
She's so hysterical 


she'd identify anybody." 


Then in a masculine voice: 
"The poor damned fools. 
TheA- 


got me in the cooler for this I 
ain't guilty. I was home the. night 
of that murder. I was sick in bcti 
from moonshine."
